two physicians for tho dm ih of a 
ll-yecr-old boy on whom they per­ 
formed an operation in the uncer­ 
tain light of oil 
lamps 
in 
the 
kitchen of his Hill farm home, 
were dismissed today at a prelim­ 
inary hearing in magistrate's court. 
The physicians, Dr. W. H. l»ng- 
more and Dr. Murrell Pinson, were 
arrested Saturday on a 
warrant 
■worn 
out 
by Henry Grindstaff, 
charging that the death of his son, 
Robert, on whom the surgeons op­ 
erated for appendicitis, wast due to 
criminal neglect. 
Described by Neighbors. 
Magistrate R. T. Johnson. Sr., 
after hearing the state's case, in 
which the operation was described 
by the boy's neighbors who held 
the lights in the kitchen of the 
Grindstaff home in the early morn­ 
ing hours of Sunday, March 3. an­ 
nounced “the state has failed to 
make the case, and I dismiss the 
charges.'* Defense attorneys made 
no arguments. 
The father was the first witness. 
He said his son was ill foi a week 
before he summoned Dr. Pinson, 
when the boy became nauseated. 
The physician, after making an ex­ 
amination. Grindstaff said, told he 
needed aid and left in his t ar, re­ 
turning early the 
next 
morning 
with Dr. Ixmgmlre and. converting 
the kitchen into an emergency op­ 
erating room, operated on the boy. 
Grindstaff 
said 
the 
surgeons 
placed the boy on 
the 
kitchen 
table and operated, with neighbors 
taking turns at holding a single 
kerosene lamp and a flashlight. 
No Evidence of Drinking. 
After the 
operation 
Grindstaff 
said the surgeons brought his son 
into the bedroom. 
“They they put 
him in bed and propped him up and 
left. I couldn't do anything. I Just 
sat there and watched him die,” he 
said. 
Grindstaff previously had testi­ 
fied that when Dr, Plnsou returned 
he brought a bottle of liquor, which 
he passed around. 
“Yes sir, I took a drink.” he re­ 
plied to questioning, and also said 
Dr. Pinson was ‘‘the next thing to 
a drunken m a n ” 
Neighbors also took the witness 
stand to describe the operation und 
the part they took in it, hut none 
testified that either of the phy­ 
sicians had been drinking. 


I^ins'ng. Mien., March 12 -(A*)— 
Two important measures became 
law today when they were signed 
by Governor Green. 
One provides for expenditure of 
$100,000 a year to advertise Michi­ 
gan. 
The money will be appor­ 
tioned to development and resort 
bureaus on a basis of the state 
natching amounts spent by the or­ 
ganizations. 
The other was the reinstatement 
of the teachers' retirement fund 
act. 
It restores the fund to a legal 
status and permits the teachers’ 
association to pick up the plan 
where it was dropped when the leg 
islature inadvertently repealed the 
law two years ago. 
By a vote of 78 to 80 the house 
passed and transmitted to the sen­ 
ate the Holbeck resolution propos­ 
ing a constitutional amendment to 
permit expenditure of state funds 
to improve streams. 
The measure 
was amended prior to passage to 
make 
expenditures 
lawful 
only 
when stream improvements were 
made necessary to drain land. The 
resolution was assailed by Repre­ 
sentative 
Conrad 
Netting as “a 
pork barrel'' bill.

Leases which may grow out of 
permits already Issued under the 
general leasing act of April, 1920, 
will he granted, hut after these 
have been issued the exploitation 
of government oil lands, no matter 
'n what category they may lie. and 
of government holdings and con­ 
trols, will cease. 


No Oil Leases. 


The president s statement, issued 
in reply to a question by news­ 
paper corespondents. said 
“There will he no leases or cl * 
posal of government oil lands, no 
matter what category they may lie 
in. of government holdings or gov­ 
ernment 
controls, 
except 
those 
which may he mandatory by con 
gress. 
In other words, there will 
be complete conservation of gov­ 
ernment oil in this 
administra­ 
tion.** 
Till* announcement of policy was 
endorsed bv Chairman Ny a, of the 
senate 
pijbPo

committee, 
which has conducted exhaustive in- 
vcAtigutlons of oil leases during the 
last five years, and Senator Horah.

President’s Word Final?

MUST FILE TAX 
RETURNS FRIDAY 


Fines Will Be Meted Out 
to Late Income 
Taxpayers 


Friday is th© deadline for all 
income taxpayers to file their re­ 
turns, it was announced yester­ 
day by H. C. Peasley, deputy col­ 
lector of internal revenue. 
After that date fines will he 
meted out to the late payers, Mr. 
Peasley said. 
Returns have been 
coming in the slowest in many 
years and judging from the num ­ 
ber already filed It is more than 
probable that an unusually large 
number of fines will be collected, 
the deputy collector stated. ‘‘Dep­ 
uty collectors are sent out by the 
government to render assistance 
to the people, but taxpayers are 
riot taking advantage of the ser­ 
vice. 
Only a comparatively small 
number have filed returns and 
only four days remain in which 
to do it. 
After that time fines 
will he imposed,” Mr. Peasley de­ 
clared 
yesterday 
in 
issuing

warning to the latecomers.

A large number, because they 
are exempt, believe that it is not 
necessary to file a return. 
How­ 
ever. Mr. Peasley 
said,

examples: 
A single

from all sources is $1,750, and 
who pays out

for 
taxes, 
$100 dollars for Interest and con­ 
tributes $100 to charity, a total 
of $300, would be entirely ex­

^ ith tho spring breakup close 
at hand, the Stack Lum ber com ­ 
pany and Its Jobbers are hauling 
night and day in order to get all 
the timber to 
the

loading into railway cars. H au l­ 
ing operations are 
expected 
to 
cease within about a week or ten 
days. 
The Stack 
Lum ber 
company 
carries out extensive

on ifs holdings in the upper pen­

Innovation 
Announced 
by New York Metal 
Exchange 


New York. Mar. 12 
(/Pl—Coinci­ 
dent with another rise in the price 
of copper, tho governors of the 
National Metal Exchange today de­ 
rided to inaugurate trading in cop­ 
per futures, which, it is believed, 
will broaden and stabilize the m ar­ 
ket for the metal. 
The price of copper for domestic 
shipment rose one-half rent today 
to 20 rents a pound, which makes 
the gain in recent months about 
four cents, and about seven cents 
in the last year. 
The copper m ar­ 
ket has been unsettled In recent 
weeks by a rush to buy the metal. 
and little now Is available for ear­ 
lier delivery than July. 
The rise in copper today resulted 
from publication of the American 
Bureau of Metal Statistics report 
that the blister and refined stocks 
of the metal on the American con­ 
tinent dropped 17.795 tons to hut 
290.1fiI tons during February. Blis­ 
ter stork/? were reduced 10.259 tons 
to 214.Sal and refined 7.536 tons 
to 55.312. February production was 
but 141,385, against 154,472 in Jan u ­ 
ary.

thus far has traded only in tin 
futures. 
A com mittee has been in­ 
structed to draw up rules for the 
trading in copper and report back 
to the board of governors. Trading 
in lead and antimony also is under 
consideration.
